Specifically, the work embarked upon will 
include the conducting demonstrations, the 
issuing publications, and the offering scholar- 
ships, which means proposed develop 
scientific study difficult and delinquent children 
the schools and juvenile courts, and formulate 
sound methods treatment based upon such study, 
adding the now wholly insufficient number 
trained and competent workers this field.

THE CHARACTER WASHINGTON.—

Nothing human perfect. Washington was not 
more than man; but was more than average 
man—so much more, indeed, that comparison 
with other public men his age, and most public 
men any previous age history, towers 
exalted height. There about him majestic calm- 
ness, lofty sense justice, air moderation 
rarely found connection with the force char- 
acter that enabled him command the embattled 
colonists their eight years’ struggle against 
powerful oppressors, and conduct them success. 
There magnanimity which when exhibited 
was unparalled his acceptance civil leader- 
ship and sagacious discharge its duties only long 
enough fix the nation firmly the path free 
government, renouncing the glittering temptation 
crown and scepter, and the zenith power 
and popularity retiring with simple dignity devote 
himself the improvement American agriculture 
his Virginia farm. 

was great soldier, farsighted statesman, 
and wise and good man. declare him irreli- 
gious, deny that exceptional virtue marked his 
course private well public life, re- 
ject the testimony history. dilate the iso- 
lated instances which under great provocation 
flew into passion, when swore chiding the 
base delinquency subordinate who had jeop- 
arded the outcome battle disobeying orders, 
argue that because was not tetotaller 
cannot safely praised the hearing Twentieth 
Century youth, indicates freakish frivolity sheer 
incapacity discriminate between what evil 
commonplace and what truly noble and worthy 
highest admiration. 


PHILADELPHIA’S SAFETY PATROLS.— 
One hundred and fifty safety patrols, which some 
two thousand pupils are enrolled, have been set 
the Philadelphia public schools, and summary 
their work shows that during the course twelve 
months they have demonstrated their usefulness 
saving twenty-two human lives. fewer than 950 
boys have earned certificates merit, while 400 
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have received blue-star certificate and two ser- 
vice stripes rewards exceptional efficiency. 

the principles involved “safety” are attract- 
ing wide attention these rapid transit days, may 
interest educators generally read the following 
statement the superintendent the Philadelphia 
safety patrols, Philip Lewis: 


“The three fundamental causes accidents are: First, inherited play 
instincts unsuited to present-day environments; second, bad habits of 


and hurry, and third, the ignorance the causes acci- 
ents. 


These three features are designed eradicated the pro- 
gramme correction outlined carried out the school. The 
patrols create keen sense competition, which turn fos- 
ters less dangerous habits among the school children of the city. | 

“The safety revents accidents directing foot traffic, elimi- 
nating jay-walking, keeping children out the streets, discouraging 
the stealing of rides on wagons, trucks and automobiles, and assisting 
assemblies, recesses, dismissals, playground and fire drills. These 
patrols further develop leadership through using, guards 
guides and messengers; recognizing efficient service, and encour- 
aging cleanliness and order the school, home and community. 
have found that the safety patrols also develop respect for authority and 
property organization and co-operation; the 
fighting, truancy and tardiness, and assisting the police authorities. 

“The formation right habits the aim the safety patrol. The 
most important result accomplish help the children the 
right thing the right time, other words, make safety habit. 
The schools are working encourage respect for safety, recognize 
dangers, and most important all, teach the children safeguard 
themselves against these dangers set rules drawn 
from the experiences the boys and girls They are taught 
discussion, language lessons, drawings, games, dramatizing, reading 
and penmanship. They are emphasized visits the police station, 
the fire station, busy corner, and industrial plants.” 

The motives emphasized the Philadelphia 
schools with view influence the actions 
children the promotion safety are desire 
save other people trouble, anxiety and grief; the 
duty making the home, the street and the com- 
munity safe; the setting example that vounger 
children may follow; the pity wasted opportu- 
the stupidity unnecessary accidents. 

Even kindergarten pupils can impressed with 
wholesome sense the dangers the streets, and 
induced refrain from careless use highways for 
playgrounds, for fear being hurt. But experience 
with school children general shows that not 
sufficient place entire dependence upon the pro- 
tective influence fear. The training school chil- 
dren habits conducive safety necessary not 
only the large cities, but practically wherever 
there are schools, throughout the country.

word shibboleth has special attraction 

for and power image making all its 
own. When say it, see the fugitive Ephraim- 
ites trying cross the Jordan but stopped and chal- 
lenged the Gibeonites, guard the fords. 
“Are vou Ephraimites?” “Nay.” “Then say shib- 
answer the poor Ephraimites, 
“for they could not frame pronounce right.” 
dare say, however, that the word lacks, for the 
majority people, both the attraction and the pow- 
that holds for me, and that accepted 
meaning test with never thought how 
acquired this signification. with the meaning 
test that shall use this article. 

Every teacher has her own particular shibboleths 
but there are certain shibboleths common all. 
Among these one might give prominent place 
examinations and closing exercises. They are shib- 
boleths the true sense the word, the first test- 
ing the teacher’s the second, her ingenuity. 
sure that the average teacher looks upon them 
evils, necessary evils perhaps (although not 
sure that they are necessary), but none the less 
dreaded because there seems way getting 
rid them. Suppose drag them from the dark 
and fearsome shadows which they like dwell 
and take good look them the sunshine 
calm untroubled day. 

Let begin examining examinations. 
might content ourselves with putting them four 
questions: Are you necessary? Are you useful? 
What should your end? How should you 
conducted order that this end may reached? 

probable that the majority teachers think 
that examinations are necessary. Personally, pre- 
fer use the philosopher’s privilege and distin- 
guish. There are certain cases which examina- 
tions are absolutely necessary, but many other cases 
which they are not. When great many institu- 
tions learning are under the same board, g., such 
institutions New York State under the Board 
Regents Albany, Y., clear that examina- 
tions are necessary; for students receiving uniform 
standing should required answer uniform ques- 
tions. The same ruling holds good for our paro- 
chial schools subject the authority diocesan 
boards. Even the case schools colleges 
having autonomous government, examinations may 
necessary. certain schools, colleges, classes 
are sometimes large that impossible give 
the number oral questions required properly 
gauge the knowledge individual students. The 
frequent written test may used, but this case 
the seating arrangements usually offer difficulty. 
The students are too close together permit the 
teacher give the same question questions 
each different questions are given, the test seems 
hardly fair, since students unable answer one set 
questions might able answer the other. 
Hence the examination, held room sufficiently 
large permit the giving uniform questions, 
seems the only possible means justly determin- 
ing the standing the individual student well 
the class. there question here ex- 


aminations leading higher degrees, but only 
those held grade high schools undergra- 
duate college courses, think that the conditions 
which have mentioned are the only ones under 
which examinations are, strictly speaking, neces- 
sary; many additional causes, however, may make 
for their utility. 

practically every school college, one finds 
students who depend far more upon their memory 
than upon their understanding. Many these stu- 
dents make good record the matter daily 
recitations assignments, and yet have little more 
than the merest surface knowledge the subjects 
which they are studying. the other hand, there 
are students who, through timidity some physical 
defect, such lisping stuttering, give poor 
daily recitations even though they have very good 
knowledge the matter involved. These students 
their best work examinations, since they have 
studied their subject whole, gradually developed 
the daily assignments, and have used, not only 
their memory retain the material the assign- 
ments, but their understanding grasp the logical 
sequence the assignments themselves. Just 
the daily recitation shows the good points stu- 
dents belonging the first these two classes, 
does the examination show those belonging the 
second. Thus justice done all, each student 
receiving full credit for the work that has ac- 
complished. course always possible 
“cram”, but the teacher keeps view the end for 
which she giving the examination, the cramming 
process will little help the students who 
make use it. This brings our second ques- 
tion, What the end aim examinations? 

Whatever the immediate end the examination 
may be, the ultimate end always find out the 
knowledge actually possessed those being exam- 
ined gauge their mentality. often failure 
the part those framing examination questions 
realize the end for which these questions are given 
that causes those being examined meet with 
defeat. Students, whether young old, are hu- 
man, and hence more less subject nervousness. 
Few are our mental best when confronted 
with questions answered within specified 
and limited time. such occasions Knowledge, 
coy maiden that she is, evinces strong desire 
Knowledge conceal herself flee, the situa- 
tion even more distressing. Conditions being 
themselves unfavorable, seems hardly fair 
make them still more disturbing offering 
“catchy” questions, particularly questions this 
kind test the student’s natural cleverness rather 
than his acquired knowledge. Neither right 
word the question leave the student doubt 
the answer required. Speaking these doubt- 
ful answer questions reminds story. The 
priest charge large and scattered country 
parish was visiting his parishioners find out 
whether not the older people were fulfilling their 
religious duties and the children receiving religious 
instruction. The reports were fairly good the 


whole, but one father was quite distressed about his 
son’s catechism lessons. There was certain ques- 
tion that the boy never seemed able answer “And 
which question it?” said the priest. “Sure, ’tis 
‘What else forbidden’, “And you 
ask him which the commandments, Dan?” 
“But, Father, that’s not the question.” laugh 
Dan’s stupidity, but are not some the exami- 
nation questions quite impossible 
answer Dan’s “What else forbidden”? Exami- 
nation questions should not only clear, concise, 
exact and definite, but they should based upon 
the matter that students have been taught. This 
does not mean that one should not give sight trans- 
lations foreign language examination paper, 
that one should debarred from asking such ques- 
tions the student’s general knowledge given 
subject should enable him answer. does mean, 
however, that examination questions should never 
based matter neither included the course 
leading the examination nor the research work 
assigned the students whom the examination 
given. 

that its end may reached, one can offer only gen- 
eral suggestions, since each separate examination 
will have its own special requirements. well 
have the students seated that each may pass from 
his place, when has finished his work, without 
disturbing any the others. This seating arrange- 
ment also renders easier for those proctoring the 
examination reach any student with whom 
may necessary communicate while the exami- 
nation progress. Strict silence should main- 


tained during all written examinations, unless 
necessary for proctor read dictation give 
some information relative the examination then 


being held. advisable for one the proctors 
announce the time about five ten minutes be- 
fore the hour which the examination close, 
but repeated announcements either the time 
anything else are very disturbing the students 
taking the examination. student should per- 
mitted carry into the examination room any ar- 
ticle that will not required use during the 
examination. student drops any article dur- 
ing the examination, will better for proctor 
pick and hand the student than have 
the latter leave his place. The chief duty those 
proctoring examination is, course, prevent 
cheating, whether the way communication 
copying, the part those being examined. Con- 
scientious vigilance the one and only means 
ensuring perfect honesty, but there are various ways 
helping the proctors the performance duty 
always tiresome and sometimes onerous. cer- 
tain kind paper prescribed, the case the 
Regents’ examinations New York, one can still 
insist upon having uniform scrap paper, colored 
possible, used the students taking the examina- 
tion. special kind paper prescribed, 
will found very helpful, least for college 
high school examinations, have small paper cov- 
ered examination books, such are sold rea- 
sonable price all large dealers school supplies. 
When these books are used, scrap paper al- 
lowed; all the student’s work done the book 
and thus subject the inspection the exami- 
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ner. Schools and colleges using these books find 
them economical well helpful. The student, 
realizing that all his work will open inspec- 
tion, thinks before writes; process which tends 
save both paper and time, not speak its 
beneficial effects the student’s answers the 
questions given. some places, the student pays 
small sum for his book; others, furnished 
the school college. student permitted 
have second book unless proctor judges 
absolutely required. case second book 
allowed, both books must handed the proc- 
tor. 

The aftermath, the correcting papers, prob- 
ably for the average teacher particularly disagree- 
able feature examinations. Here again the evil 
may oftentimes lessened, though never altogeth- 
obviated; insistence having brief well 
correct answers will much toward making the 
teacher’s work less irksome. have recently seen 
examination paper which there were several ques- 
tions answered yes no. This course 
was pushing brevity the limit but, without going 
quite far, teachers may surely take means rid 
themselves the lengthy answers which they 
have too long submitted. teachers will only 
impress upon the minds our pupils that 
quality rather than quantity that counts, they may 
perhaps try give more the former and less 
the latter their examination papers. 


said the beginning this article that exami- 
nations test the ability the teacher. They this 
not only showing how much knowledge she has 
given her pupils and how successful she has been 
helping them make this knowledge their own, 
but also manifesting her skill, lack it, 
framing her examination questions procure 
the best possible results. 

Now that have discussed considerable 
length our first shibboleth, examinations, suppose 
turn consideration our second, closing 

least the closing exercises many 
our schools have distinctly humorous aspect. This 
largely due the incongruity existing between 
the play produced and the players producing it, 
incongruity which renders impossible anything ap- 
proaching correct dramatic interpretation.

IGH School graduates entering college show 
marked deficiency ability write and 
speak, even passably, their mother tongue. The 
High Schools are severely, and let add, unde- 
servedly, blamed the colleges for this condition. 
well for remember that the High School 
also has cope with this deficiency, and the 
English teacher’s greatest worry handle the 
Freshman just entering from the grades. requires 
very tactful teacher know how master this 
situation. begin with, she must not even men- 
tion the word “Composition”. This enemy 
long standing antagonism, and the mere thought 
continuing the battle sufficient keep the stu- 
dents out school. They must launched tact- 
fully into the realm pleasurable reading, and the 
thought that the “abominable Composition and 
Grammar lessons” are tyrants the past suffi- 
cient give them new courage. This reading 
should continued until such time the students 
themselves are able realize how very deficient 
they are the art producing, even orally, sy- 
nopsis any book they have read. Let say that 
each student the class allowed read any 
book his choice during the time allowed for the 
lesson English. Too, the books may taken 
home and read leisure, but must use the 
English period. The student who first completes 
his book will the teacher the hour, and the 
instructor will permit such student tell the class 
something the book has the author 
should discussed; others his productions 
should named. well known author? 
popular? With what class people popu- 
lar? Why? reading his books good asso- 
ciating with the best people, the condition 
contrary? Would you ashamed seen the 
company such characters the author employs 
his story? What the lesson taught? What 
impression for good does the author leave the 
mind the reader, any? Might the reading 
this book any way affect the reader’s character? 
what way? 


Can you explain what might have been the 
mind the author producing the story? What 
was his intention writing it? Has his produc- 
tion been placed class enviable authors? 
Can you repeat some his expressions, and show 
their Are there any expressions employed 
the book that you would ashamed use? Does 
the book, whole, make for character? Does 
tend improve one’s morals? book you 
would proud present friend gift? One 
that you would proud own, and have your 
personal library? the author given anything 
the reading world that you would like extol 
and talk about? Are you justified having such 
book your library? there profusion use- 


less adjectives employed the author, 
careful his adjectives, and have they meaning?

the written: Ask the student outline the 
board the titles the different chapters the book 
has been discussing. Not necessary that 
should have the exact words they appear the 
titles, but what writes should properly writ- 
ten. There will mistakes punctua- 
tion; perhaps, neglecting period; mistakes cap- 
italization; finally, mistakes the wording. 
giving his talks, bad English was heard; his writ- 
ing, bad English seen. more difficult exercise 
would (and this should come later), have the 
student write the board single paragraph con- 
taining the thought proper each chapter. This 
would give wider scope demonstrate for the 
student himself his inefficiency writing English. 
Mistakes both the oral and written productions 
should discussed the class and the correct 
forms given. this method procedure, the stu- 
dents will soon realize their need the study 
Grammar, and will even show desire write 
compositions, well as, give them orally. Too, 
they will realize that this important point was neg- 
lected their grade work, and without foun- 
dation, they cannot expect succeed either 
speaking writing the Language. this 
not mean that they should take formal Gram- 
mar daily study, but only their need for 
demands. would suggest that one day the 
week devoted the study technical Gram- 
mar, and the Grammatical topics which they 
are found most deficient and which can deter- 
mined from their oral and written compositions. 


And what object have view when sug- 
gest that the students may read any books they de- 


sire? This nothing more than give them 
taste for desirable books, and 
undesirable ones. certain books forbidden 
them, THESE are just the ones 


read. Not the class room, nor beneath their own 
roof, especially they have mother who discrimin- 
ates Literature; but the roadside; under 
tree; lying the hammock, the seashore, and 
elsewhere. But give them liberty read whatever 


they wish, and right the class room under the 
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eyes the teacher. Let them tell what they read, 
and see them blush. See them hesitate when asked 
reproduce paragraph the substance any 
chapter. Watch how they will try produce 
writing some one good point, such point can 
found the volume. Here’s field for won- 
derful work the part the teacher not only for 
instructing individual child during his own ex- 
istence, but for countless numbers down the ages. 
These children are being instructed instruct oth- 
ers, and the others turn for others. Give them 
let them choose; and then TRUST them. 
After the teacher’s wise guidance, motherly coun- 
sels, friendliness superb have been established, the 
way clear, her word law; her judgment, su- 
preme. Such teacher forming character the 
future men and women the country; citizens who 
will honest and upright and fearless. Citizens 
who will have choice library, clean library, 
library upon whose shelves trash will ever 
permitted, and all this because the teacher High 
School was not commanding, nor yet domineering, 
but tactful and judicious, crowning both these vir- 
tues with leadership that was enviable even the 
youth she was instructing. 

And now the Freshman class properly launched 
and may browse will any the libraries. Now 
their view quite different. entering High 
School, they “hated “hated Grammar”, 
“hated Composition”. They would read, but that 
was all sufficient for their English. they found 
proper Guide they were soon disillusioned, and 
such beautiful way, that they were willing cap- 
tives. 


Let hope that have now cleared the High 
School from the unjust the Colleges. 


And where shall place the blame? Most as- 
suredly anterior the High School. For 
this crippling condition the English tongue, 
must distribute the blame over the Primary and 
Grammar Grades. lamentable thing see 
boys and girls emerge from the Grades the age 
fourteen, perhaps fifteen, after spending eight 
years their young, impressionable lives under in- 
structors who have failed teach these children 
easy and agreeable and correct way ex- 
pressing their thoughts orally, well as, written 
language. Now, they are not able this, hence, 
must conclude that the METHOD wrong. 
insist that the grade work should accom- 
plished six years, and are ready affirm that 
proper means are taken, the children can taught 
even more the six years than they are now being 
taught eight. would have serious objec- 
tions permitting the children put eight years 
the grade work they got something out the 
time, but far, they have failed. There must 
reasons for this inefficiency. attribute 
general causes: (1) The young children are deluged 
with too much written work; (2) they are allowed 
labor the dark, not sufficient help being given 
clear away the stumbling blocks; (3) the compo- 
sitions are too long, and demand made upon the 
children for excellence form which not 
expected from their age; (4) unwise choice 
topics which rob the work reality and interest for 
the children. 

There not sufficient stress placed Oral Com- 
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position. seem think that written 
the all-important, whereas just the opposite. 
Oral expression should receive the greater atten- 
tion. The child talks all the time, and should 
practicing the correct form. Too, the child can 
express his thoughts correctly oral composition, 
comparatively easy matter produce these 
thoughts written form, but should never edu- 
cate the eye the expense the ear. The demand 
made upon young children for written work too 
heavy, but perhaps this demand demonstrates cer- 
tain progress which, after all, not comforting 
when think the bad results; yet satisfies 
parents, also principals and supervisors see signs 
proficiency the composition-book, the exer- 
cise-book, etc. Oral work, although the funda 
mental matter, counts for little, because intangible. 
These Superior officers forget that instruction 
oral expression gives the child gentler ways 
speaking and address; and browsing rich 
Literature which counts for the larger and finer 
things life. But the written work gives them 
something more marketably conclusive that the 
child being educated. the child must sub- 
jected producing labored, mechanical outcome 
painful drill—uniform, supervised and tinkered 
the nervous, but anxious teacher. 

The METHOD wrong. expect these chil- 
dren speak naturally, freely. Why should 
demand that their writing unnatural and studied 
and misleading? Rather let rough and free; 
natural and simple; sincere and childlike. Being 
careful avoid anything that savors slovenliness 
and carelessness, and being content with approxi- 
mate excellence. 


inculcate love for written composition 
the heart the child, the teacher must see that 
not worried about anything, not even about the 
penmanship, for while should insist upon neat- 
ness, yet not severely so, for must remember that 
Composition the point, not Penmanship; and 
much more should the teacher see that the 
child has matter for his composition, and that 
not worriedly groping after something say. 
should position write easily and free- 
ly, that may express what holds easy 
possession. The child should left entirely un- 
hampered any responsibilities other than writ- 
ing good English the information holds the 
prescribed topic. Before the written composition 
required, the subject should discussed class, 
and all possible information given out, and oral com- 
positions demanded; then will easy matter 
produce this information writing, provided the 
child free produce the composition from one 
point view, namely, correct English. 

the child’s early years, care should taken 
not ask for too much written composition. There 
should very little the first three years. 
the third year, the written composition should 
still brief. child, after being one year 
school, should able write short sentence, 
and should know what sentence is, and does 
know what is, but cannot express his knowl- 
edge, and here work for the teacher. Even be- 
fore going school all, child has vague idea 
what sentence is. Suppose the mother says

world men whose lives are blighted the kill- 
ing frosts jealousy—men who look upon the rise 
others their own decline, who are ever suspi- 
cious the motives their fellows and who spend 
their days planning and contriving their petty 
schemes. Usually, they are small men, very obser- 
vant and scarcely ever taking the initiative, but pro- 
jecting their ideas through the medium their fel- 
lows. Just such type has Shakespeare depicted 
Cassius. 

Nowhere does Cassius reveal his own character 
better than his description Caesar the Colos- 
sus, 

“Who doth bestride the narrow world;” 
and that quite unconsciously. Certainly just 
Caesar indeed giant when the 
pigmy, Cassius, taken the unit his propor- 
tion. How absurd, and the same time how satu- 
rated with jealousy, his story the swimming 
contest, which saved the “tired Caesar” from 
the waves the “angry wonder that 
Brutus did not then chide him, did later, 
with those stinging words: 

“Peace, peace, you durst not have tempted him.” 

have intimated above that politician 
add, clever one. this sense may 
accorded such meed praise and admiration 
becomes any revolutionist who labors forward 
his own designs, regardless the general good. 
There utter lack principle his dealings; 
will win any cost. Witness the fabrications 
which seeks weaken the good opinion 
which Brutus holds Caesar; the sealed letters, 
forged the hand-writing the most reputed citi- 
zens Rome, all tending poison the unsuspect- 
ing mind Brutus; his eagerness bind the con- 
spirators oath; and, finally, his dishonesty 
“selling his offices for gold for 
which severely rebuked. 

Cassius very observant and, consequence 
his keen study men, has excellent 
edge human nature. knows each the con- 
spirators, either his step the sound his 
voice, his suspicions always falling shrewdly the 
point, especially regard Antony’s motives, 
and reads the minds his associates from 
open book. For purposes illustration, let fol- 
low the line reasoning which leads Brutus 
into the conspiracy. Cassius reveals him, like 
flashes mirror, his most hidden thoughts, yet 
with sufficient variations and additions leave him 
state perplexity which will not “let him eat, 
nor talk, nor sleep”. Brutus admits that “with 
himself his democratic spirit revolt 
against the growing power Caesarism. How 
deftly Cassius plays this, even reminding him 
that 

“There was Brutus once that would have brook’d 
The eternal devil keep his state Rome 


then attempts prove that this “immortal 
Caesar” reality weakling, child oppor- 
tunity, whose ever increasing tyranny the result 
their own shameful submission: 

“The fault dear Brutus not our stars, 

But ourselves, that are underlings.” 
Ever mindful Brutus’ public spirit, his hatred 
one-man power and his great sense personal re- 
sponsibility, concludes his victory the infa- 
mous scheme the forged letters. perusal 
Brutus’ soliloquy, “It must his death”, will 
show striking manner the result the inter- 
view and, incidentally, the precision with which 
Cassius has sounded the depths Brutus’ mind. 
contrast between Brutus and Cassius the 
matter keenness, let recall incident which 
occurs after Casca has finished his satirical descrip- 
tion the would-be coronation. Brutus says 
him: 

“What blunt fellow this grown be! 

was quick mettle when went school.” 
Cassius immediately replies: 

“So now execution 

any bold noble enterprise, 

However puts this tardy form. 

This rudeness sauce his good wit, 

Which gives men stomach digest his words 

With better appetite.” 
The remainder the text bears witness the ac- 
curacy Cassius’ judgment. not from the lips 
that have the choicest gem the play: 

“O, hits high all the people’s hearts; 

And that which would appear offence 

His countenance, like richest alchemy, 

Will change virtue and worthiness?” 


interesting note, however, that even Cassius 
deceived, least once twice, Antony. Yet, 
such fact detracts little from Cassius, for this 
science but the tyro compared Antony, the 
master. 

the natural complement his knowledge 
human nature, shrewd and ever the alert for 
any exigency which may arise. When confiding his 
scheme the men who are form the ‘nucleus 
his plot, how carefully avoids all mention 
Caesar’s name until sure his position. 
shows his foresight urging Caesar enter the 
Capitol before receiving the petitions. the 
first suspect the remark Popilius Lena, who 
greets them with the startling salutation: 

wish your enterprise today may thrive.” 
least six occasions Brutus and Cassius are 
variance. Three these are trivial and can scarcely 
called arguments: the proposed oath bind the 
conspirators, the advisability broaching the plot 
Cicero and the generous offer made Antony 
come the senate, unquestioned and unmolested, 
after the death Caesar. The other three have 
direct bearing the main action the drama: 
the policy killing Antony together with Caesar, 
the permission granted Antony speak Cae- 
sar’s funeral and the plan marching Philippi. 
Surely significant that all these occasions 
Cassius right, least politically. For seems 
superfluous, now that the issue has been decided, 
enter into lengthy discussion prove that An- 
tony’s death, or, least, refusal let him speak 
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Caesar’s funeral and defensive warfare, covering 
longer siege, would have materially helped the 
overthrow Caesarism. taking the offensive 
Philippi Cassius clearly foresees disaster, and his 
presentiment finds delicate expression his words 
Messala: 
“Give your hand Messala: 

thou witness that, against will, 

Upon one battle all our liberties.” 

say that Cassius excellent diplomatist 

daring statement face the fact that, all 
appearances, his conspiracy failed. Nevertheless, 
contend that his ability sway men the 
calibre Brutus and fire them such deed 
daring the assassination Caesar, him 
powerful organizer. Furthermore, unfair 
say that Cassius fails achieve his purpose until 
are sure that know this purpose. This 
matter decide, but fairly evident 
that Cassius not concerned with the establish- 
ment republic, but uses this merely means 
end. His real purpose seems the assas- 
sination Caesar through motives envy, jeal- 
ousy and perhaps revenge. will never 
ease “whilst beholds greater than himself”. 
this so, then attains his end and far 
successful. pays for with his life, 
also his associates, because his precautionary 
measures are frustrated internal forces which 
unable control. There dominant weak- 
ness Cassius—he afraid the public. this 
way handicapped, because working through 
others not always satisfactory. Brutus, spite 
his moral support, impediment, because 
his obstinacy and lack practical experience. 
not the man take the lead enterprise 
which requires drastic measures. too scru- 
pulous and, besides, his motives have nothing 
common with those Cassius. Brutus’ dreams 
Republic mean nothing Cassius. With the death 
Caesar, Cassius has accomplished his aim and 
thinks little but his own safety. only 
Brutus’ failure that find real tragedy. His 
dreams are doomed disappointment from the out- 
set, becausé working alone. Personal interests 
predominated all sides and these are always 
detrimental. 

“All the conspirators, save only he, (Brutus) 

Did what they did envy great Caesar.” 
see another reason why those dreams were 
shattered the fact that Cassius, having nothing 
further view than the death Caesar, has made 
provisions for the future government the 
country. principle that who would shake 
kingdom its foundations must have some pow- 
erful organization substitute its stead, 
will perish the resulting chaos. foolish 
expect that the mere killing Caesar—the appar- 
ent end Cassius’ plan—could ever realize Brutus’ 
hopes for the destruction Caesarism. This, the 
text clearly shows. 

Julius Caesar, thou art mighty yet! 


Thy spirit walks abroad, and turns our swords 
our own proper entrails.” 


lives spite them and Augustus takes 
its highest form. 

Toward the end the play Cassius experiences 
change his attitude toward life. has ever 
been faithful follower Epicurean principles, 
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but now bégins attach importance omens 

“You know that held Epicurus strong, 

And his opinion; now change mind, 

And partly credit things that presage.” 

Nor this the only change. different Cas- 
sius who faces the uncertainties this doubtful 
struggle. His “Swan Song”, which recalls 
the fact that “this his birthday”, reveals some- 
thing his better nature. The thought his 
birthday fills his mind with boyhood memories and 
these for the time expel the envy, jealousy and 
hatred implanted there conditions and experi- 
ences which have been unkind. get the first 
indication his better nature, toward the begin- 
ning the play, when secretly admires Brutus 
for his nobility character, but impressed 
upon with greater force, the end the Quar- 
rel Scene, when clearly manifests himself 
overcome the tidings Portia’s death. 
worthy notice this connection that Cassius 
enjoys the esteem those who continually share 
his company. Even Pindarus, his bondman, pre- 
fers him his own freedom— 
“So, free; yet would not have been 

Durst have done will.” 

What could more touching than the farewell 
who, after putting the garland his 
brow, pays Cassius the highest tribute within 
Roman’s power: 

“Brutus, come apace, 

And see how regarded Caius Cassius. 

your leave, gods: this Roman’s part: 

Come, Cassius’ sword, and find Titinius heart.” 
Finally have Brutus’ eulogy which superla- 
tive: 

“The last all the Romans, fare thee well! 

impossible that ever Rome 

Should breed thy fellow. Friends owe more tears 

this dead man than you shall see pay. 

shall find time, Cassius, shall find time.” 

Hence must conclude that the character 
Cassius there certain innate something which 
commands the love and respect his fellows. 

shall pass over silence the manner his 
death, and give him the benefit philosophy lit- 
tle accordance with our own, simply remarking 
that time has come round, and even the sun its 
red rays sinking rest, 

“So his red blood Cassius’ day set, 

The sun Rome set.” 

Titinius places his head the wreath laurel 
leaves, are moved pity. indeed pathetic, 
but there significance which even more pro- 
found and striking. life, Cassius has craved pre- 
eminence, has sought for power, not himself 
least such could exert through others. How 
tragic then seems that this “wreath victory” 
should come him only death when can 
longer enjoy it!

The 
famous bridge sinking, and broken arch not be- 
yond the probabilities. cricket team known 
the All Blacks and hailing from New Zealand were 
England recently, and incidentally besting the 
local aggregations. How many them are given 
drawing cannot say, but there nothing incom- 
patible between cricketing and sketching. Ma- 
caulay’s traveller from New Zealand has arrived. 
And there tremendous fuss being made about 
St. Paul’s Cathedral. The piers supporting the dome 
have been stuffed with concrete and present are 
swathed scaffoldings, and all because there 
danger, the opinion experts, that the whole 
structure may collapse overnight. the ruins 
St. Paul’s assume some degree likelihood. 

The thing not joke. The dean the cathe- 
dral and many other illustrious gentlemen have held 
meetings about it, and already large sums have been 
contributed the work reconstruction. The 
churchmen think that pouring more concrete will 
avert disaster, but the architects hold that the only 
thing put new piers support the 
dome. any rate, they are doing something; and 
from across the Styx, from wherever that 
stylists when they die, Lord Macaulay 
chuckling merrily the expense the reviewers 
who used accuse him exaggeration for the sake 
literary effect. 

One point view this matter deserves 
recorded typical one cast human mind. 
the course inspection the cathedral, spoke 
about the alleged danger one the vergers. “To 
tell you the truth, sir, think it’s all nonsense,” 
assured rich port-winey voice. per- 
fectly willing sleep under that dome any 
night you might say. Why, sir, I’ve been about St. 
Paul’s for more than fifty years, and the dome hasn’t 
fallen yet.” That line reasoning not altogether 
unfamiliar. have met with fairly often faculty 
meetings and elsewhere. 

Let hope that the verger right and that the 
dome won’t collapse; certainly the inexpert eye 
looks all right. The piers seem massive enough, 
almost too massive from the point view sym- 
metry. And yet those who know maintain, though 
reluctantly, that Sir Christopher Wren, the archi- 
tect, blundered. I’m sorry; but the more hear 
and see the dome St. Paul’s, London, the more 


admire the dome St. Peter’s, Rome—which 
considerably larger, and apparently adequately sup- 
ported more graceful and symmetrical piers, not 
mention the dome the duomo Florence, 
which little larger than Michelangelo’s master- 
piece. St. Paul’s, wonder, symbol Protes- 

the cathedral proper there are number in- 
teresting statues and monuments, and the crypt 
the tombs many England’s noted dead. 
near the choir came upon old Dr. Samuel John- 
son Roman toga. arresting, but sud- 
denly recalled something memory still more ar- 
resting, Rodin’s Paris statue Victor Hugo just 
nothing all, and thanked the sculptor who did 
Johnson—I’ve forgotten his name—for exercising 
some measure artistic reserve. Hugo, undraped, 
looks like gorilla; what old Sam would look like 
passes surmise. 

Westminster Abbey they have Poet’s Cor- 
ner, St. Paul’s they have corner painters 
and musicians. Sir Arthur Sullivan here; and 
Benjamin West, Landseer, Millais, Turner, Sir 
Holman Hunt—whose most 
famous picture, “The Light the World”, hangs 
the south nave Abbey and many 
more. Wren, the architect the cathedral, has 
plain tomb bearing the famous epitaph, “Lector, 
monumentum requiris, circumspice.” And when 
you follow the suggestion and look around you, 
you must admit that his monument truly the 
great church itself. Among the busts one 
George Washington, recently installed, and one 
Rodin the writer, William Henley. 

But most impressive are the vast tombs Wel- 
lington and Nelson. There also preserved Wel- 
lington’s funeral car, made entirely cannon cap- 
tured from the enemy. The upper portion Nel- 
son’s tomb has interesting history. black 
and white marble and was selected and wrought un- 
der the direction Cardinal Wolsey who intended 
for his own sarcophagus. But when Wolsey fell 
from power, the marble was taken Henry VIII 
—who had talent for taking things. said 
would employ the tomb for himself and his 
beloved queen, Anne Boleyn; but sent his be- 
loved queen the block not long after, changed 
his mind the disposal the marble, which re- 
mained unused until Nelson’s death. 

the world and his wife know, Westminster 
Abbey and St. Paul’s Cathedral hold the mortal 
remains most England’s illustrious dead; but 
the world—not discuss his wife—probably 
doesn’t know that after those two celebrated fanes, 
more the distinguished men the past lie the 
nave and churchyard downtown church than 
any other spot Albion. That church—and 
most visitors London never much know 
exists—is St. Paul’s, quite overshadowed fame 
its namesake the cathedral, but deserving bet- 
ter fate. important, being the first 
church built England after the Reformation. 
was designed the versatile Inigo Jones and con- 
secrated 1638.

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RESEARCH STUDIES CHARACTER II: 
THE BEST WORK LIFE 


Sister Mary, I.H.M., Ph.D. 


HERE the High School boy girl the 

very nature the period physiological and 
psychical development which they find them- 
selves, problem greater interest concern 
than that the work they are life. 
the case the adolescent living the city this na- 
tural interest reenforced further the business 
environment which surrounds him, any “voca- 
tional test” this problem must necessity hold 
important place. attempt “test for vocations” 
(that is, investigate means questionnaire 
the attitudes mind, the principles actions, and 
the ideals boys and girls twelve years and 
above) enables one from the material gathered 
judge the desires and fitness individuals for par- 
ticular fields activity and has resulted, the 
series tests now under review, many interest- 
ing findings regard the ideals both individu- 
als and groups. one phase the revelation 
group ideals that the present paper consider. 
The subjects this study number 1289 over one-third 
which (462) are boys. They range age from 
through and were all the time testing, attending 
parochial schools. The distribution the various ages 
follows: 11-14; 12-56; 13-125; 14-273; 15-312; 16-254; 17- 
163; 18-92. 

Among the questions presented the subjects was 
“What WORK you consider the best person 
can during life?” The purpose the vocational 
test whole find out the type work 
which the subject interested and for which 
fitted with view aiding him the plans and 
preparation necessary for it. The place first im- 
port must given the settlement his vocation 
itself, and after this has been ascertained least 
tentatively, give attention the avocational work 
which livelihood may earned. The question 
here put the subject avoids purposely personal 
reference, not asked the best work for 
him, nor any suggestion given whether best 
limited natural work includes also works 
supernatural character. thus affords the sub- 
ject the opportunity express frankly his own ideal 
the best work there life. 


There has been pointed out frequently im- 
portant phenomenon occuring the administration 
character tests children—they become ab- 
sorbed the problem before them that the exam- 
iner sees little during the examination itself later 
the analysis the papers, that can suggest insin- 
cerity flippancy the part the subjects. The 
children are concerned with only one thing: giving 
their best thought the problem before them. 
number teachers have reported also, that interest 
the problems presented took the form private 
and public discussions animated type among 
the pupils for some time after the examination peri- 
od. the question under consideration out 
nearly thirteen hundred cases, one boy fourteen 
gave what was probably flippant, “smart” answer. 
least seems more charitable the individual 
concerned that when answered “There isn’t any 
best work life” should considered “smart” 
rather than sincere. The difficulty his age would 
not especially difficult the former case, but 
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were the latter, must indicate real moral han- 
dicap his pessimistic outlook life. 


The answers the subjects fall into two great 
divisions—those works animated supernatural 
motive and those animated natural motive. The 
relationship all the ages remains approximately 
three one—one-fourth all the subjects exam- 
ined choose the best work life without direct ref- 
erence the spiritual motive. This would rather 
disconcerting view the importance the super- 
natural motive the Catholic idea best were 
not for the fact that the list works given with 
mention the spiritual motive are philanthropic 
character and probably suppose this higher mo- 
tive. far the most frequently named work 
this “natural group” that profession. The 
favored professions with boys and girls seem 
medicine and nursing respectively, “because one can 
these help suffering mankind.” not unreason- 
able assume these cases that the motive ba- 
sically supernatural even while mention this 
character made. comparatively large group prob- 
ably impressed with the great variation individual 
differences and the necessity being permitted 
“realize evade the question express 
their powerlessness reach decision mention- 
ing the fact that “it depends the individual.” 
Again there negation the highest motives 
although they are not even suggested the answer. 
About ten percent the cases 15, 16, 17, and 
answer the question this latter form—boys and 
girls have equal percentages here. smaller group 
name “honest work” the best work one can do, 
thus avoiding both the specific kind work and the 
motive animating it. Other small groups mention 
“to good citizen,” “to leader,” “to one’s 
best,” “to give good example,” “that which gives 
most happiness,” “to lend encouragement,” “to 
success,” “to President the United States.” 
The last named was given girls not boys—(is 
new ambition women born their recent 
eligibility?) Each these things mentioned, 
merely unmoral—on the meaning the individual 
mentioning will then depend their right classi- 
fied truly best work. A.very few cases giving 
“exercise” and “to get good education” the 
best work are evidently dealing with the present 
and confusing the means with the end life’s work. 


The examination this group one-fourth the 
boys and girls answering the question, reveals un- 
doubtedly the general presence high ideals 
regard life’s work and the concept best, al- 
though there the revelation the impression 
bluntness, lack acuteness were, those 
higher, finer things that should characterize the 
Catholic mind. The highest ideal the world 
philanthropy. Yet while effects much good, en- 
nobling the natural virtues does many 
soul, earth compared with heaven Chris- 
tian Charity. Even want acuteness the su- 
pernatural ideal the part one-fourth the 
growing Catholic boys and girls, assume the 
presence unspoken supernatural motive and 
that the fact that unspoken bespeaks the cold- 
ness, the worldliness, with which they are infected, 
most undesirable. For coldness worldliness, 
however slight may be, the ideal youth 
deplorable condition because the generally rec- 


ognized principle that ideal its nature seeks 
external expression. course, the ideal motivating 
the activity determines the character and worth 
the activity. Thus those individuals where 
find worldly ideals purely natural plane need 
look for nothing the supernatural; and those 
where find semi-worldliness need look for 
little the heroic action demanded the Christian 
today. However, should pointed out again 
that whereas twenty-five percent the subjects 
examined fall into this “natural group,” this includes 
not merely those cases which are obviously lack- 
ing the expression appreciation the su- 
pernatural one’s work life, but also all 
doubtful cases cases which are not positive 
their expression this higher type ideal. The 
actual number cases with wholly “natural” ideal 
must, therefore, considerably less than twenty- 
five percent. 


The types work named which introduce the 
supernatural the primary motive action include 
about seventy-five percent the cases studied. 
union all the types work mentioned which nec- 
essitate direct consecration God—to Priest, 
missionary, religious, and follow one’s vocation— 
embraces nearly fifty percent all the cases for 
both boys and girls the different ages. 11, 12, 
and the percentages are between fifty and 
fifty-five, while 14, 15, and they range from 
forty fifty. This hardly surprising finding, al- 
though first sight may strike one that the per- 
centages for this concept are rather high. The ideal 
supernatural vocation dependent upon person- 
“call” the soul, one presented every Cath- 
olic child most concrete way the lives the 
priests and sisters with whom they come contact. 
While they may not hear this “call” for themselves, 
its superiority over any other work life because 
its consecrated nature can hardly escape even the 
very young child. This question, will remem- 
bered, asks for the best work life, without refer- 
ence one’s own choice work. undoubtedly 
true that answering many the children re- 
garded the problem subjectively rather than objec- 
tively, although most types answer considered 
apart from the other problems practically im- 
possible decide the point view taken. This 
especially true the cases where the subject choses 
the priestly religious vocation. One enlightened 
considerably, however, the analysis the indi- 
vidual his answers other problems. 


The several kinds consecrated work mentioned 
the subjects and the variations noticeable the 
answers boys and girls interest. all ages 
through 15, the work the religious men- 
tioned more than half the girls whose answers 
fall this group; after there decline this 
percentage and corresponding increase the men- 
tioning the concept “to follow one’s vocation.” 
The “religious life” claims, however, over twenty- 
five percent each the higher ages. 


The religious work which mentioned the 
majority boys all ages except 14, 16, and 
also that “the religious life.” The work the 
priest “the best” the opinion the and 
year old subjects, while “to follow one’s vocation” 
holds first place and 18. noteworthy that 
both boys and girls tend pass from the more con- 
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crete type work, being priest, missionary, 
religious, the more general category “to fol- 
low one’s vocation,” they mature. 

The work the missionary claims the interest 
comparatively high percentage boys (about 
eight percent the entire group taking the test and 
about percent those mentioning some form 
vocation the ages 14, 15, and 16. only 
one age, 15, the girls rival the boys the fre- 
quent choice this type religious career. 
highly probable that the great interest the mid- 
adolescent boy and (to lesser degree) girl mere- 
manifestation the somewhat emotional crav- 
ing for the heroic and the romantic. The mission- 
ary career dream the adolescent mind 
capable once satisfying the ideals noble 
life and the same time life adventure. 
children with longing for the excitement adven- 
ture must seem glorious opportunity fulfilling 
with one stroke desires which taken separately, 
might appear contradictorv. doubt true that 
missionary propaganda has acquainted the school 
children with this golden opportunity, perhaps even 
influencing the more suggestible type child. How- 
ever, that the influence entirely wholesome one 
there can doubt. 


There are about one-fourth the cases which 
mention some work involving supernatural motive, 
yet which choose works other than those voca- 
tional nature. The list works mentioned includes 
such concepts as, “to Christian,” “work for 
God,” “work for Heaven,” “keeping one’s faith,” 
“obeving God’s laws,” “being obedient,” “receiving 
the Sacraments,” “saving souls,” “saving one’s own 
soul,” and “charity.” these charity, working for 
God, and saving souls are mentioned all the ages 
percentages ranging from three eight. all 
cases the higher percentages occur fourteen and 
after; girls also show, universally, higher percent- 
ages than boys these concepts. 

graphical representation the two great 
groups (the works which are natural and those 
which are supernatural character) will summarize 
the statistical data concise form, The re-divi- 
sion the supernatural group into those types 
which are vocational and those which are non-voca- 
tional will further clarify the findings discussed 
this paper. 

interesting problem for individual analysis 
suggests itself the cases which mention “saving 
souls” compared with those which mention “sav- 
ing one’s own soul” the best work one can 
life. Will such analysis show line demarcation 
toward charity the one case and toward egoism 
the other—or will there be, there should 
course, the true Christian ideal, difference 
the ideal motivating the concepts? There are all, 
about ninety subjects mentioning these two con- 
cepts answer the question—a fairly represen- 
tative group which base such analytical 
study. The analysis must, however, deferred, 
considered later detail one the separate 
problems the wealth material gained through 
the “Vocational Tests.” 

very notable fact pointed out study 
the type now being considered, the striking 
way which the answers the subjects group 
themselves. the classification the answers 
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almost thirteen hundred children the question 
WORK you consider the best person 
can during life?” twenty-four captions rather 
definite kind cover the entire group. These may 
re-grouped into some half dozen chief groups. 
This seems the writer rather marked 
proof the social nature our ideals—that 
are not individual our thinking but belong rather 
group which may large small. Certainly 
would say that those children who belong the 
larger groups this case, are the best socialized 
children all those examined. The ideals men- 
tioned the majority agree best with the most ap- 
proved ideals the whole group which the sub- 
jects taking the examination are part. 

summarize: representative group Catho- 
lic school subjects, both boys and girls, ranging 
age from through 18, answer the question 
WORK you consider the best person can 
during life?” such way justify the follow- 
ing generalizations: 


Best does not mean twenty-five percent 
the subjects conscious expression the pres- 
ence the supernatural ideal. 

The majority cases counted this percent- 
age include, however, truly noble natural 
ideal their concept 

This points, undoubtedly, unfortunate 
lack acuteness the idealization process 
dangerously large group Catholic adoles- 
cents. 

The types profession work preferred boys 
and girls respectively are medicine and nursing. 

Seventy-five percent the subjects examined 
choose best work motivated super- 
natural ideal. 

Fifty percent the subjects examined mention 
some type religious vocation the best 
work, 

these, the girls mention “the religious life” 
most frequently; the boys, “the religious 
and “the priesthood”. 

The work the missionary .appeals most 
boys 14, 15, and 16, and girls 
15. 

The vocation marriage mentioned separ- 
ately only five cases all those taking the 
test, three which are girls. is, course, 
covered the broader statement “to follow 
one’s vocation” which mentioned all ages. 

Small groups subjects all ages mention 
various principles action, “to give good 
example”, “to obedient and respectful,” “to 
try merit heaven,” rather than type 
work which the principle could carried 
out. 

And the general conclusion—the Christian ideal 
love God and love our neighbor the 
dominant one the minds the great ma- 
jority Catholic boys and girls. 


Since this true, (we feel there can ques- 
tion when these data are examined) may 
concluded logically that the work the Catholic 
School System, the instilling sound Christian 
failure the end product this work, the living 
Christian life the individual Catholic, 
not due the want proper idealization. Theoret- 


ically, our Catholic youth their own testimony 
what they love and revere best, should stand 
great united army against the avalanche 
modern infidelity and materialism, fact, how- 
ever, this far from being the case universally. 
And this condition not because insincerity 
the part our Catholic youth, but because 
the sense weakness and isolation they experience 
when coming contact with the gross worldliness 
life outside the school circle. Our Catholic boys 
and girls show that they know the best, they believe 
the best, they love and want the best—it only 
remains that their leaders, religious, educational, 
and social, knit these individual idealists into solid 
unit that organized body they may accomplish 
with ease that feat which today impossible any 
but the heroic individual: live the best. 


RETREATS FOR STUDENTS

annual retreat which customary many schools 

is, everyone knows, very fruitful and blessed 
institution. The children profit greatly from these days 
thought, prayer and silence, and those particular who 
have religious vocation the calling the priesthood 
find the time most helpful one deciding follow the 
divine call. wonder, then, that the annual retreat 
highly esteemed. 

course, there are retreats and retreats. The best 
retreats are those which are called where the 
retreatants live one building group buildings dur- 
ing the whole time the spiritual exercises, sheltered 
from distractions, helped mutual good example and 


are able concentrate their minds exclusively the 


work making good retreat. This often, and usually, 
the practice boarding schools where the pupils are 
residents and where closed retreat hence the obvious 
procedure. But well bear mind that the more 
the retreatants can approximate the conditions closed 
retreats, the better they will able think and pray and 
make good resolutions, which things are the essence 
good retreat. 

Though closed retreat quite impossible many 
schools, still some groups the students could af- 
forded the opportunity making closed retreat 
least during the summer and this would surely great 
benefit for them. Thus, not long ago when had given 
address meeting the clergy about the benefits 
closed retreats, and especially the efficacy they have 
developing vocations, the suggestion was made one 
the priests present hold closed retreats for the 
graduates the eighth grade the parish schools. “From 
what you have said, declared, “these closed 
retreats are such great spiritual advantage and effec- 
tive that seems should all can give 
our boys and girls the advantage making such retreat 
just the time when they are greatly need strong 
religious impressions keep them faithful the prin- 
ciples they have learned school. Why can not ar- 
range, therefore,” went “to have the classes which 
graduate from the eighth grade our parish schools 
the house retreats, some boarding school which 
free during the summer and through the spiritual 
exercises for three four days?” 

The suggestion was warmly welcomed many the 
clergy present and they wished make arrangements 
once secure retreats for their graduates for the coming 
year. course, not all the children will able 
come, nor will practicable perhaps find accommo- 
dations for all them make closed retreat the 
same time. but number could most localities 
and since they usually have the summer season vacant 
they could groups, relays, until all have had 
this spiritual opportunity. There would distinct ad- 
vantage giving the children this powerful spiritual help 
just the time when they are finishing the grade schools. 
good many them might encouraged and 
complete their Catholic education, while others still might 
develop the first germs vocation the holy atmos- 
phere closed retreat. was suggested the same 


meeting that Catholic societies the parish might 
encouraged defray the expenses such retreats, while 
the same time these expenses would not great 
the case grown persons, since larger number 
children could make the retreat one time than would 
practicable the case adults. 

For high school students who are just graduating this 
plan closed retreat would seem promise still bet- 
ter fruits. Many them are just bidding farewell the 
Catholic school and entering into perilous period 
their career. closed retreat with its incentive serious 
thought, made under the direction experienced 
retreat master, who will able give them good sug- 
gestions and counsel them about their future life, can 
hardly fail give them strong impulse toward better 
things. very sad see the shipwreck which some 
our Catholic graduates make after all the care and help 
give them. One reason may that they have never 
really entered into themselves, nor profoundly grasped 
the truths have taught them. The retreat exer- 
cise realization. helps the children apply them- 
selves and put practice the Catholic principles they 
have learned. 

true that these excellent and desirable purposes 
may achieved some measure the school retreats 
which are not closed, but where the pupils live home 
and only come school for the exercises during the 
day. They hear instructions and are kept busy with 
religious exercises during the greater part the day, but 
when they leave school the spell the retreat, say, 
broken. They from atmosphere thought and 
prayer one distraction. talk and are talked 
about indifferent things. This distinct disadavan- 
tage frm the stanpoint the efficaciousness the re- 
treat. 

So, too, the retreat master disadvantage where the 
pupils merely come and go. sensible that can- 
not influence them efficaciously because they are under 


the sway more less distraction, least the morn-. 


ings and the evenings. mention these circumstances, 
not all detract from the undoubted efficacy the 
ordinary school retreat but only show that still better 
results can expected from closed retreat for our grad- 
uates. Where possible give least selected groups 
them the advantages closed retreat this should 
all means done. 

may draw fair analogy between the relative influ- 
ence open and closed retreats grown persons 
and children. know very well from experience 
that the ordinary parish missions and retreats where the 
people come and from home the place retreat 
great deal good. But where take those same 
individuals who have recently attended the retreat 
parish and put them into house retreats make the 
spiritual exercises seclusion away from all the distrac- 
tion exterior life, there marked difference. Indeed, 
almost startling see the fruits produced few 
days such intensive thought and prayer. is, 
writer the subject has said, like when one shuts the 
doors stove. The fire flames and roars. does 
the flame piety and zeal leap the soul when the 
door shut all exterior distractions happens 
closed retreat. 


Then too, this manner retreat has been found 
much more fruitful effecting real improvement life 
and especially encouraging definite and practical reso- 
lutions. There continuous and consecutive logic 
the spiritual exercises which works powerfully the will 
given unimpeded opportunity; but where there 
break the thoughts and considerations this weakens 
the effect the powerful motives the retreat. St. Ig- 
natius has put the head his spiritual exercises, 
statement that they are intended help man know 
himself and correct his life. Now self knowledge 
difficult achievement even the degree which 
possible children, and human nature will take advan- 
tage any distraction turn aside from difficult task. 
too, form definite resolutions labor the will— 
goes against its natural sluggishiness—and the will 
needs kept face face with powerful motives stir 
action. These things are just true certain de- 
gree children who are just graduating from school, 
they are older folk; and children also will profit from 
the exercises closed retreat more than from the or- 


dinary school exercises made only during certain hours 
the day. 

When come consider the special subject voca- 
tion, whether its specific meaning choice re- 
ligious life the priesthood the closed retreat singularly 
efficacious. The atmosphere more conducive thought 
and decision. The word more remote and besides the 
possibility holding conference with the retreat master 
greater because there usually smaller number 
retreatants and the hours when the children are home 
the ordinary retreat are available for conference, 
may seem somewhat visionary many suggest closed 
retreats for children, when this country even grown 
persons have not acquired the habit making retreats 
any great number, but all signs point great increase 
interest retreats for lay people and houses re- 
treats being established planned number places, 
and anyone deserves and needs all the help can give 
start them aright their life’s journey, these 
children who are just leaving the school where they have 
been carefully taken care of, face the world and the 
flesh and the deveil the most critical period their 
lives. 

Where impossible have all the graduates the 
eighth grade and the high school make closed re- 
treat, least they should given the opportunity 
retreat the ordinary kind under the most advantageous 
circumstances possible. would good idea survey 
the possible centers where closed retreats could had 
for the graduates and then select special groups the 
students whom judged the closed retreat will most 
benefit. Then the rest the graduates can given the 
opportunity making ordinary retreat. the case 
large city this may done for the eighth grade 
graduates districting the city and securing convenient 
center each district where retreats can given. 
centrally located church even large school chapel 
would suitable center. The Sisters would cooperate 
get their students who are graduated from the eighth 
grade make the retreat. 


These retreats graduates ought given course 
with view the direct needs the pupils. The instruc- 
tions and suggestions can made very specifically and 
the pupils can encouraged take high school, 
college courses, the case may be, and urged carry 
out their daily life the principles they have been taught 
school. The fact that such retreat will given 
specifically graduates will enable the retreat master 
very detailed and definite his suggestions. 

Another very interesting application the power 
retreats was recently made Milwaukee for the benefit 
another group Catholic children who particularly 
need our attention. These were the Catholic 
pupils the public high schools the city, among whom 
great deal work has been done the Catholic In- 
struction League. This organization therefore through its 
energetic officers arranged have three days’ retreat 
one the city churches and used every means bring 
the meeting the notice many the Catholic 
pupils the high schools possible. Though have 
deplore the fact that many Catholic children are 
attending the public school, still must deal with con- 
dition exists until can remedy it. matters 
stand now shall have build great many more 
schools and secure great many more religious vocations 
before can take care our own children Catholic 
schools. Meanwhile such retreat given every year for 
many the Catholic pupils the public high 
can persuade attend, will great help 
them. 

might apply the same suggestion the Catholic 
graduates the eighth grade the public schools. 
have frequently called attention this connection the 
double disadvantage under which these children labor. 
They are many cases the children families where 
for one reason another Catholic faith and piety are not 
very strong. other words, though some Catholic chil- 
dren are sent the public school from necessity, be- 
cause some good reason, others the public school 
because their parents are not interested enough send 
them the Catholic school. these instances the very 
Catholic children who get least Catholic influence and 
teaching home get none all school, whereas the 
children whose parents take enough interest their 
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Catholic training send them Catholic school are 
also likely have good Catholic influence home. Sup- 
these children who are thus underadvantaged 
from religious standpoint annual retreat, would 
help bring them under Catholic influences and coun- 
ter-balance, some sort, the want religious training 
their lives. 

for the usual annual retreat given schools, 
also worthy object our solicitude and care. But 
was the special purpose this article rather call atten- 
tion some unusual aspects the retreat idea, which 
are sure will interesting and fruitful our devoted 
Catholic teachers.

PLATE Sections. The external appearance objects 
often gives only incomplete idea their constru- 
tion. child breaks open his toys and sometimes cost- 
objects, find out what inside, drawing 
sometimes imagine objects cut two certain places 
and draw what would then appear.

Our surest guide the choice clos- 
ing exercises will always the ability the pupils 
who are take part them. certainly far 
wiser give simple exercises well rendered than 
more pretentious ones travestied. The salutatory 
and the valedictory seem integral parts all clos- 
ing exercises, but they are sometimes made ap- 
pear trifle more original being interwoven with 
intervening material. For instance, the salutatory 
chorus; the valedictory leads closing one. 
brief but not unsuitable program for closing exer- 
cises might made the salutatory, choruses, 
recitations and the valedictory. not recom- 
mend the introduction instrumental music unless 
there are students who play exceptionally well 
either the piano some other instrument, prefer- 
ably some other instrument. Musical compositions 
for two four pianos, rendered the average 
school girl, are abomination and serve only 
rack the nerves the teacher their preparation 
and the nerves the audience their rendition. 
working out program, individual selections may 
greatly vary. For young children, choruses and 
recitations should short and simple; when older 
students are involved, part songs and the reading 
essays may introduced. little used but very 
pleasing form recitation the one with musical 
accompaniment. Many beautiful poems, even some 
short rhythmic prose selections, may readily 
adapted such accompaniment and, adapted, 
they will prove far more attractive than they would 
otherwise have been. Choruses are often rendered 
more effective being given costume; provided, 
course, they lend themselves costuming. 
remember entertainment which some French 
folk songs, sung and acted girls French peas- 
ant costume, were quite the feature the day.

Moveover this introductory 
study the play will tend make our actual training 
those taking part easier task and one requiring far 
less time than would have otherwise demanded. The 
book, “Acting and Play Production,” Andrews and 
Weirick, published Longmans, Green Co., would, 
think, give teachers some helpful hints with regard the 
teaching plays.

AGE FOR RECEIVING CONFIRMATION

After this 
imposition hands, all those Confirmed advance 
the Bishop’s feet. 

The Bishop, having received the name the person 
confirmed, anoints his forehead with holy chrism the 
form cross saying the same time, sign thee with 
the sign the cross, and confirm thee with the chrism 
salvation the name the Father and the Son and 
the Holy Ghost.” 

Then two assistant priests wipe the forehead, one with 
cotton, the other with white linen. 
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Then the Bishop gives the new soldier Christ slight 
blow the cheek saying, “Peace with thee.” 

The Bishop concludes the ceremony turning towards 
the altar and reciting the following prayer: God, who 
didst give Thine Apostles, the Holy Ghost, and didst 
ordain that them and their successors should 
given the rest the faithful, look mercifully upon our 
unworthy service, and grant that the hearts those whose 
foreheads have annointed with holy chrism, and signed 
with the sign the holy cross may, the same Holy 
Spirit coming down upon them, and graciously abiding 
with them, made the temple His glory.” 

Then the Bishop turns the persons confirmed, and 
while making the sign the cross over them says: “May 
the Lord bless you out Sion, that you may see the good 
things Jerusalem, all the days your life, and may 
have life everlasting.” 

Those who have been confirmed, then recite aloud 
unison the Apostles’ Creed, the Our Father, and Hail 
Mary.

Fraternities and 
clubs are organized because they are 
something different from the home, 
and for the purpose providing 
place for freedom action not ordi- 
narily indulged the well-regulated 
home. Such conduct all times 
annoying and disturbing family life 
such close proximity the club 
plaintiff’s flat the proposed fra- 
ternity headquarters.”

Studying the Middle Ages. 


significant assemblage occurred 
the 24th April, the American 
Academy Arts and Sciences Bos- 
ton—the first annual meeting the 
Medieval Academy America. The 
organization sets out with five hun- 
dred members, most them belong- 
ing college faculties. its Council 
are representatives the leading uni- 
versities the United States, includ- 
ing Rev. James Hugh Ryan, the 
Catholic University America. 
its name implies, the Academy “es- 
tablished conduct, encourage, pro- 
mote and support research and 
struction medieval records, liter- 
ature, languages, arts archaeology, 
history, philosophy, science, life, and 
all other aspects medieval civiliza- 
tion.” 

Among the interesting addresses 
the gathering was one Prof. Ralph 
Adams Cram, the course which 
observed that widespread neglect 
eternal values established during 
the Middle Ages has led modern 
times unbalanced social order 
and philosophy. Only recovery 
some these neglected values, 
affirmed, can right the balance to- 
day, and such recovery will 
the work the Academy aid. 
Prof. Cram went combat no- 
tion frequently expressed late 
American academic circles that there 
danger man and his society 
“soporific optimism.” The great- 
danger the present time, de- 
clared, too all-embracing 
mism, which has arisen because some- 
thing important lacking modern 
intellectual life. The sublime confi- 
dence the Nineteenth Century 
which discarded spiritual values there- 
turned its back upon the higher 
significance human existence. There 
was interval during which the 
world failed realize its loss. The 
new system “went alone,” secure 
its own self-satisfaction. “So long 
the initial energy continued, span 
proudly, like whirling top; but the 
law dissipation energy worked 
implacably, and soon the equilibrium 
changed instability, then con- 
spicuous wabbling motion, and now 
not difficult predict the calami- 
tous issue, for the potentiality se- 
cure balance was omitted from the 
glittering mechanism.” 

Mankind cannot live happily 
materialistic world. The rewards and 
joys mechanism, themselves, 
are “too thin keep the soul alive,” 
truth which was familiar the 
scholars the Middle Ages, but 
which pseudo-scholars our later 
time have affected ignore, with re- 
sults obviously disastrous that the 
mistake will rectified represen- 
tatives the leadership the intel- 
lectual world.
